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In response to the restriction requirement and the election of species 
requirement set forth in the Office Action dated January 24, 2003, Applicants hereby elect 
Group I (claims 1-18, 40-43, and 95-98), drawn to an electrode structure for use in an 
integrated circuit, for continued examination. Further, Applicants hereby provisionally 
elect species 2 (FIG. IB), claims 1-1 7 and 40-43 being readable thereon, drawn to an 
electrode structure for use in an integrated circuit, for continued examination, with 
traverse. 

The Examiner has required election between species 1, claims 95-98, drawn to an 
electrode structure; species 2 (FIG. IB), claims 1-17 and 40-43, drawn to an electrode 
structure; and species 3 (FIG. 3B), claim 18, drawn to an electrode structure. 
Furthermore, examiner states that no claim is generic. 
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Applicants respectfully submit that at least claim 95 is generic, as all members of 
the three species defined by the examiner are covered by claim 95. Furthermore, MPEP § 
806 provides that upon allowance of a generic claim, "all of the claims drawn to species in 
addition to the elected species which include all the limitations of the generic claim will 
ordinarily be obviously allowable in view of the generic claim." 

For at least the reasons set forth above, Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of the election requirement and that all claims of Group I be examined..
